No reasonable person ob- 
jects to tha President and members of 
the cabinet taking a vacation, just as 
most other men do occasionally, but 
when there is more time devoted to va- 
cations than to work it would seem to 
be time for Congress to act, and to pre- 
scribe precisely the time the President 
and members of his cabinet may take 
off and continue to draw their pay. 
Take this year, for instance. Mr. Cleve- 
land has been absent from Washington 
more than half the time. The only rea- 
son that so little has been said about 
fiiis continuous absenteeism is that 
most people have arrived at tbe conclu- 
sion that the less time the President and 
members of his cabinet put in at their 
desk the less harm will be done to the 
country's interest. 


One of the odd phases of the Mary- 


land campaign is that while the, Gor- 
man Democrats continue to assert that 
Mr. Cleveland wants the Gorman ticket 
to be elected, Mr. Cleveland and all the 
members of his cabinet maintain a dead 
silence on the subject, and the most 
prominent official that all of the coaxing 
and begging of Senator Gorman and his 
friends have been able to get upon the 
stump in Maryland was Dominie Mur- 
phy, a subordinate of the commissioner 
of pensions.

By forming a olub we ex- 
pect to get together and discuss these 
things among ourselves. \\ heie wefind 
that we have faults we hope to remedy 
them, and make ourselves more compe- 
tent to till honorable and trustworthy 
positions. We do not want to encour- 
age any feeling of antagonism toward 
the white people; the intention is ex- 
actly the opposite. 
What wo want is

educational and financial lines.

His 
last undertaking as a hotel keeper was 
at Excelsior Springs, Mo. During the 
World's Fair ho conducted a boarding 
house bureau at Chicago. About this 
time his health began to fail and he 
went to Texas. Six weeks ago he went 
back to Chicago, apparently much im 
proved, so much so that about four 
weeks since ho took a contract to do 
special work in the business department 
of The Leader-Democrat at Springticlil.
